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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner has reconsidered her position regarding encoded domains of 
CARD- 12. Each domain has been denitrified ; thus it is not unreasonable to allow 
isolated nucleic acids which comprise those that encode each domain. The Examiner 
originally considered these claims only in terms of the protein coding function; however, 
the nucleic acids encoding the domains would also have uses in hybridization assays and 
it is not necessary that they encode a complete protein. 

With respect to amended claims 45-50, the Examiner interprets these as fi-ee of 
the prior art, as SEQ ID N0:3 does not contain introns.
